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FILM UTILIZATION! 

The film i* only as valuable as the teachei makes it. E3q;>e*- 
iencc has taught us that pt 4 >ils do not necessarily Isarii merely by 
looking at film, to obtain maximum benefits fr<«B films the following 
items should be considered. 

1. SELBCTION t Be* sure the film is carefully selected to rein- 
force or supplement mhat the class is studying. 

2, PREVIEW ! know what the film contains before showing it to 
your class. Make notes on difficult points i termsi major con- 
cepts » etc. A complete set of teachers study guides for all 
Center owned films is available in the principal’s office in 
each building. Use these regularly. 

3, PRESENTATION ! Before showing » point out to your students 
what they are to look for. List questions to be answered by the 
film. Relate the film to topics being studied. Make related 
assignments for follow-up activities. 

4. FOLLOW-UP ! Give pupils an opportunity for analysis inter- 
pretations and discussion. As a review activity i ask the stu- 
dents to summarise the film in a short paragraph. To check 
comprehension and attention give a brief quit. Discuss related 
Information aoid projects for additional study*
